-mountain*. 

In the same district I* the Grotto of 
Adelglgerg, the largest kpown cavern In 
Europe, and one of ths most beautiful In 
the world. It ha* keen explored for a dis¬ 
tance of fosr or five miles. Through a por¬ 
tion- of It fi«w* the riser Folk, which takes 
this subterranean method <>f reaching its 
destination.—Manchester Guardian.

'The Brain of th* Japauo.- Army." tie 
Come* of a Fighting Race. 

The Loodon HtaadMrif declare* that 
"the man who is reapanslble for the 
Jnpaaoae plan of campaign is Oeneral 
Kodnma lie m the brain of tB© Japan¬ 
ese army.” — 

“Genera! Gntaro Karlama.” the paper 
continues, "cornea of a fighting race. He 
wa# born half a century ago in the prp- 
vinc© of Ghoshu, oae of the four great 
Dauniafe*. or feudal clan-, that har*i 
given an ntthn>ken auceeMirm of warriors 
and leaders fo J.p.n, The Marquis 
I to, most fsmou* of modern statefl- 
mea; Inouye, ablest of diplomatists 
and n-liidnbarat-.r*; Yamagatn. who 
rr«*iti«l a notionai army otrt of batfiT* or 
feudal retainers—these and many re¬ 
nowned rulers are flrnm nh>4i«, Imb-ed. 
fftMPIfl i* only och* otJier Hah with Ra 
heritage of power. - If yon are twir from 
Hatsuma y«m must le front Chnahu. 
Hence thr term 'ftat-Cha,* familiar in 
politics to drsiote Ohc combi iwtixi of 
thc»e clan*. Tlie province in which Gen¬ 
eral Kndamv was born played a foremost 
part m the revolution that overthrew (he 
Bhogun and restored the authority of the 
Mikado. Hi* ciauMaea we^c the Aral to 
lay snide armor and aword and spear 
ami to adopt the rifle and discipline and 
't Europe. Baron Kodatna wa* 
sixteen year* old when Japan threw off 
her fendal chains. His nttlier die-1 iu 
his fifth year, and left him lo the ran of 
a sou in-law, who seven yeflra later *a» 
the victim of political assassins. At' 
thirteen Kotlsma was struggling with 
poverty sad family responsibility. The 
revolution swept bim into fhe fore©* ar¬ 
raigned against feudalism, and when only 
sixteen he was fighting the Ihiimlos and 
their two-*worded retainer* who had 
ruled U*» latul/or ejghLcealttriea. - 

"In IMHfl he was gasettM! major-gen¬ 
eral. and in the following year waa sent 
to Europe to study the military systems 
of the West. During the war with 
Gbina be held the responsible post of 
vice-minister for war, and afterward be¬ 
came chief of that department. At the 
same time he was Governor-General of 
Formosa, a position which he retains. 
In 1808 he arrepted the portfolio of horn© 
secretary, having been already raised to 
rite peerage in 1806. with th* rank of 
Uentenant-gvoeral.

Tho encroach¬ 
ments of Russia in Manchuria and Korea 
turnrd the soldier's energies into their 
true channel, and in Octobor of last year, 
when Major-General Tatnura - died, b*. 
quilted the cabinet to take over tho 
duties of assistant chief of the head¬ 
quarter* staff. To the responsibilities 
and difficulties of this great position 
Bn ran Kodama has brought the wisdom, 
the judgment. - tb*. uaawoaving rectitude 
and the inexhaustible perseverance that 
hare distlugulshed him throughout hk* 
career. He hi n tnan of stratg character, 
and p«»«scs*ca in no small degree the in¬ 
definable quality known aa %©r*onal mag¬ 
netism. He has that tnfinit<< capacity for 
taking pains which Michael ^ngrio called 
genius. Night and day he ails at his drak 
attending to the multitudinous details of 
a great war; yet his door is never closed 
upon a friend, or even a stranger who has 
the least cfiURJp. his attention. During 
th© Chinese war he suffered iu health 
from the continuous strain of work, and 
has since adopted a severe regime In 
food and drink, with the result thaf at 
.*1 In* u a young man, brimful of energy 
and high spirits. He takes a lively In¬ 
terest in education; has been a director 
of the Military Academy; founded tha 
Formosa College in TokJo. and gave his 
books and his money to establish a lib¬ 
rary for poor students in his native town. 
Boron Kodama i* certainly, a man who 
inspires confidence."
